"Jtrtet Railways." 


It surprised the niotormeu and con- 


ductors of the Fall River Division of 
the Old Colony Street Railway who 
heard tbe talk given by Mr. Robert H. 
Derrah last Thursday night to learn 
that there were places ou their liu es 
which had made history about which 
they knew little or nothing. 
Mr. 


Derrah talked ou "Street Railways, 
Past and Present" and iu the course of 
hit descriptive travel about the state iu 
a trolley car he called the attention of 
tbe railway men 10 the important part 
which they played in making tnis 
method of travel pleasant and popular. 


"Both the man ou the front end who 


looks after tbe safety of the pssseugers 
and tbe man on the rear who watches 
for their comfort, have 
responsible 


places iu the development of a street 
railway,"said Mr. Derrah. 


"Suppose we have built a line through 


a beautiful territory which passes histor- 
ic places that Interest every New Eug- 
lauder. Would that Hue remain popu- 
lar aud have the travel, if tbe motor- 
men were careless and accidents oc- 
curred with frequency. Or would it re- 
tain iti popularity if tbe conductors 
were dim-ourteous aud made no effort 
to assist iu the enjoyuieut of the scen- 
ery? 


"No your niotormeu must be careful 


and your conductors courteous in order 
that tbe line may retain its jK)pularity. 
What Is more refreshing to a passenger 
on a trolley car who is making the day's 
trip than to flnda conductor who points 
out the historic places aiid rwn a word 
of information here and there. 


"Don't you think also that it must 


make a passenger feel distinctly at his 
ease when he notes the fact that the 
luotormau starts his car without a jerk 
which throws him back in his seat?" 
asked Mr. Derrah. 


The speaker weut ou lo describe the 


development of the street railway fruin 
the lime tbe idea was lirnt conceived 
when the mule bobtail came into exis- 
tence to the present palatial parlor car 
which is to be see running through the 
streets today. Each development was

stereupticau 


views. 


From the development Mr. Derrah 


turned his attentiou to an interesting 
description of what could be seen lu a 
day's trolley trip. 
He took bis audi- 


ence iu their imagination to several of 
the beautiful parks ou the lines of the 
Old Colony aud Boston & Northern 
Street Railways, turned suddenly and 
brought them through the woods, then 
by the side of a beautiful river, now 
Into Salem, Marbleheud aud Lynn, 
where he showed the places iu which 
history has been made, theu to tbe 
beach and to the shore from which 
grand views of the old ocean could be 
obtained here aud there. 


There were many amongst the audi- 


ence who uoted with surprise thut they 
hadn't thought about the beauty possi- 
bilities along the lines shown by Air. 
Derrah. 
At the coucJusiuu he was 


plied with questions.

iug and change of trustees has beeu 
tiled,but lint yet published. Tbe object 
of the«« proceedings was set out in a 
resolution of the city council in Septem- 
ber. The corporal ion is a private con- 
cern, with the duties and liabilities of 
similar corporations. 
It received its 


charter iu 1873; aud iu addition to pri- 
vate benefactions the city transferred to 
It about (3,000, tbe accumulations of a 
fund left by Samuel Elam. A reserve 
of f 10,000 wan raised, aud deposited iu 
Savings Bank of Newport, but the chief 
reliauce of the Hospital for auy defi- 
ciency for many years wasau auuual 
collection taken 
up iu tbe churches 


ou Hospital Sunday, The corporation 
was thus kept free of debt, aud it be- 
came a valued means of showing re- 
spect felt for tbe dead, or iulereit lu the 
sick poor, by the gift or device of money 
to found 
eudowed 
beds. 
The last 


printed report shows that iu July,1903, 
there were 31 free beds; bearing such 
honored names as that of Dr. V. H. 
Kaukin; the King aud Bailey families; 
the Browns; aud those of Whiting, 
Cutting, Baldwin, Goelet and Wales. 
The total amount of endowment for 
free beds was.?120,580.23. 


Uuder tbe will of Mrs. Littlelield 


provision was made for a marine hospi" 
tai ou Coaster's Harbor Tsbmd, or some 
suitable place, with a keeper, aud pro- 
vision for not less than twelve seafaring 
men. 
By tbe advice of the lute F. B. 


Peck ham the corporation of the New- 
port Hospital was substituted as trus- 
tee; and the Littlelield endowment 
fund now amounts to $39,430. Among

fund, SB.5,000; the Cornelius Vauderbilt 
fuud, $10.000; the John Nicholas Browu 
fund, $8,000; and the George H. Nor- 
mau fuud, $5,000; with a total, exclu- 
sive of the Haz:irJ estate, invested iu 
securities, of 1374,948.02. 


lu tbe ten years preceding July, 1903, 


a large ainouut was given for buildings. 
Jn 1894, the corporation received $54,- 
211.32; aud in 1895, $25,425.48. 
Mrs. 


F. W. Vauderbilt gave a surgical ward, 
aud, iu 1902, paid $2,500 for the laying 
of a uew floor, lu 1902, Mrs. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt agreed to erect the Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt pavilion, with an ac- 
commodation for 34 patients, at a cost 
of$8G,316.3i This brought tbe total of 
expenditures in permanent improve- 
ments, since 1894, up to $287,807.70. 


The whole number of free patients 


reached a daily average of 85.

home iu Portsmouth on Friday night 
of last week, aud tbe announcement of 
bis sudden demise came as a severe 
shock for his host of friends. Alt hough 
bis health bad uot beeu of the best for 
Borne month* lie had beeu able to get 
arouud about n usual and his death 
was uot expected. 


Mr. Bissou was one of the best known

He engaged in' trade 
as a butcher besides conducting bis 
farm. 


Mr. Sissou was a man of strong per- 


sonality, a man that made warm friends 
aud cordial enemies. Those who kntw 
hiin well were iu one class or the other. 
And It may be said that he was equal' 
ly sincere to both. As a friend, he was 
staunch—a uiau that would go to auy 
leugtb iu tbe cause of friendship. 
As 


au euemy he was a fighter, shrewd 
aud unrelenting—and eveu bis ene- 
mies acknowledged his ability. 
He 


was conservative iu policy aud careful 
iu the expenditure of mouey.

remarkable quality of becoming liquid, 
or we may say of "thawing," in the 
cold, and again becoming solid, or, as 
It were, "freezing," when heated. 


It is true that some other bodies—as, 


for instance, the white of an egg pos- 
sess a similar property of becoming 
solid, or coagulating, with heat, but in 
the case of these, when once the solidi- 
fication has taken place, no degree of 
cold will restore them to the liquid 
state, whereas with cryostase the ex-

Mineral wool is a soft substance con- 


sisting of a mass of very fine mineral 
fibers, which Interlace one another In 
every direction and thus form an end- 
less number of minute air cells. It Is 
made quite simply, by directing a blast 
of steam against a stream of molten 
slag. Some of the best Is made from 
blast furnace slag, an admirable illus- 
tration of the value of what was once 
regarded as a waste product. 


The sing Is melted In a large cupola, 


and as It trickles out of the tap hole 
It meets n high pressure steam Jet 
which blows it in fleecy clouds into the 
storage room provided for it. 
The 


heavier wool naturally settles down 
first, while tl«e lighter portions are 
blown further along by the force of the 
steam, and so the material naturally 
sorts Itself. 


Mineral wool is fireproof and may be 


used as a sound deadener between the 
floors of buildings; It also serves as a 
nonconducting covering for cold stor- 
age chambers and for pipes. For this 
last purpose the wool that is made 
from sandstone Is best, for It contains 
no sulphur, which, when moisture Is 
present, is a corroding agent.

Is one of 
his finest ceremonies. The employees 
of Paris business houses are allowed 
from one to two hours for the inldday 
meal, and It Is an unwritten law of the 
French household that the servants 
shall have at least an hour for de- 
jeuner and for dinner alike, during 
which time they are not to be called, 
except for grave reason, but are left 
free to seat themselves at table In the 
kitchen, where, even In very humble 
kitchens, they tuck their napkins under 
their chins and laugh and talk while 
eating and drinking, so enjoying a De- 
gree of leisure nearly unknown among 
all classes of Americans. 


"As a rule, the Paris business man 


takes his midday meal In the bosom of 
his family. This Is deemed such an 
Important feature of domestic econ-

The Wclwltsehla mlrnbills Is a won- 


fler of the vegetable kingdom. 
It 


grows on the barreu land of tbe west- 
ern side of Africa, where rain is al- 
most unknown and the only moisture 
is that from dews which fall at night. 
This plant was discovered in 1800 by 
Dr. WeUvitsch, an eminent scientific 
traveler. 
The welwltscula Is a tree 


which lives for many years, many 
specimens being estimated as more 
than 100 yeara old. 


Every year of Its life increases Its 


size, yet It never grows higher. Ris- 
ing just above the ground tills strange 
plant, looking like a rough round table, 
regularly enlarges by adding concen- 
tric layers to Its circumference. The 
flat upper surface of the trunk Is very 
hard and dark, resembling In color and 
texture the crust of an overbaked loaf. 
The trunk attains the site of from 
fourteen to eighteen foot In clrcum- 
ferenor, but Is never more than a few 
Inches above the ground. 


Th» welwltschla Is remarkable In 


the fact that It never tote* Its first 
two leaves and never geta any more. 
TtMM taives Increase In I!M year aft- 
er year until they attain tbe length of 
rtx or eight feet or more. They are 
flat and leathery and frequently split 
Into mimeroMi itrapa.

Finish Fight at Nashville 


A FORTIETH ANNIVERSARY 
WAR STORY 


It. 1*44

T 


HE buttle of Nashville was uoi 


ended with the capture of 
Shy's hill by Thomas' troops 
on Dec. 10, for that event de- 


Itroyed the Confederate left ouly. The 
Confederate commander, General J. B. 
Ilood bad planted his Hue to defend 
Shy'B hill on the left and Overtoil's 
hill, where the right of his army rest- 
ed In the position taken up during the 
night. 
Geiu'i'ul Thomas had been so 


far satislml with the results of the 
llk'bting on the 15th, by which the Con- 
federates were driven back at all points, 
that he made no new disposition of lib 
troops, but decided to let them complete 
the work so well begun the Hrst day. 


After the full of Shy's hall and the 


destruction of the enemy's left Thomas 
turned his mind toward a flanking 
movement to be made by Genera! J. H. 
Wilson's cavalry in rear of-HTmil's dis- 
rupted left flunk. Meanwhile the Fed- 
eral skirmishers In front of Overtoil's 
bill pushed forward und recounoitered 
the Confederate works at close view. 
One of the brigade commanders in the 
Hue confronting Overtou's hill. Colonel 
Tost, thought an assault ou the hill, 
though costly, would carry the point. 
He was permitted to tmike the attempt, 
and General J. B. Steedumu's second 
colored brigade, troops never before 
under flre, was ordered to advance ou 
an opposite face of the work and make 
a feint In support of Post. 
Post's 


men moved at a run, but when within 
twenty paces of the parapet a concen- 
trated fire of musketry and grape 
checked them. Colonel Post fell severe- 
ly wounded, and the power of impact 
was lost by the scattering of the ranks. 
Thompson's colored soldiers became 
excited when the canister struck them 
and turned the feint into a hpiicllong 
charge up to the parapet, where they, 
too, were hurled back. This w;as the 
failure of the day on tlio Federal side, 
ami half the losses of the whole- Held 
occurred there. 


As soon as Shy's hill had been con- 


quered and the linos jnljoiniiig gave 
way General Wood's men marched up 
Overton's hill unopposed, and the Con- 
federate 
army 
from 
left 
to right 


dropped nway in a state of wild disor- 
der, soou ending in a stampede. 


In covering the retreat Chalmer's di- 


vision of Forrest's cavalry corps main- 
tained their fighting reputation. Gen- 
eral li. W. Rucker's brigade planted it- 
self squarely across the Franklin pike, 
the niaiu avenue of retreat, where Wil- 
son's advance, led by Hatch, thundered 
down in pursuit soon after uight came 
ou. Rncker rode up unit down the line 
outside the barricades to direct and in- 
spire his men. Turning back hastily to 
avoid some obstruction, he ran into 
the Tenth Tennessee (Federal), uot dis- 
covering the mistake until surrounded. 
Colonel Spaidlng of the Tenth demand- 
ed his sword, which Hucker offered 
him savagely, point first. 
Spalding 


parried and knocked the weapon out 
of 
Itucker's 
hand, 
who 
quickly 


wrenched away that of his antagonist. 
Spaidlng picked up liucker's blade, but 
before the two could resume the duel 
Kucker's men began to shoot from be- 
hind the barricade, receiving an an- 
swer from Hatch's carbineers. Ruck- 
er's elbow was shattered by a ball, and 
he surrendered to Spalding. 
Moan- 


while Forrest's other hriL'.-nlv had gal- 
loped back to seize bridges and cross- 
roads on the routes of retreat. Wit!: 
their usual spirit his men held thi'm 
until the infantry columns had re- 
crosscd the Tcnncssrc. noi. however, 
as an army, but as a molt which had 
yielded up the glories earned in three 
years of lighting to Thomas ou the 
heights of Nashville. And it cost but 
400 Federal lives to save the city and 
destroy Hood. 


Night was falling on the IGth when 


Thomas' victory over Flood was Been 
to be complete. A drenching rain set 
In and. with the darkness, added to 
the confusion In . the Federal lines 
which were converging as the troops 
pressed forward upon the two roads 
by which the Confederates were re- 
treating. These roads were about two 
miles apart Wilson's cavalry In carry- 
Ing out the flank movement directed by 
Thomas earlier in the dny had covered 
the westerly road on Hood's left witli 
his guns, and this turned the mass of 
retreating Confederates over to the 
Franklin pike on the east. Forrest's 
Confederate cavalry, acting as a rear 
guard for Hood, skillfully delayed the 
advance of Wilson's troopers toward 
the Franklin pike and by this tneaus 
enabled the larger port of the retreat- 
Ing army to escape capture. There was 
barely u semblance of organization 
among the Confederates until they 
crossed the Harpeth river at Franklin, 
where they had suffered a bloody re- 
pulse on Nov. 30, and where, in fact 
as Thomas declared, the fate of Nash- 
ville was really decided. 


When It was all over Hood confess- 


ed thai lie ought never to have ad- 
vanced on Nashville after the experi- 
ence at Franklin. ITe felt that It would 
be fatal to the morals of bis army to 
retreat southward from Franklin In 
the face of defeat. 
He knew that 


Thomas was u-etllna re-enforcements 
and Unit he would be outnumbered at 
Nashville, but thought his own men 
would be better satisfied with total do- 
feat If it came on the heels of a second 
trial. 


At Franklin Hood made dispositions 


to hurtet the pursuing eaomy, but a 
Federal division under Genornl John- 
son crossed the Harpeth below the 
town, turning Hood's flank and forcing 
him to speed his march southward and 
abandon his hospital at Franklin, with 


over 2,000 of hta wounded who were 
nuable to march. 
Fortunately for 


Hood, the Federals were not able to 
make rapid pursuit touth of the Har- 
petb. Wilson's cavalry was entirely 
out of rations. The densely wooded 
bills, muddy roadj, the soft plowed 
fields rendered quite Impassable by re- 
cent ralus and above all the rapidly 
rising streams made it impossible for 
flunking columns to dnsh across coun- 
try and overtake the retreating foe. 


Ilood, of course, destroyed all the 


bridges behind him, making new dilli- 
cultleti for his pursuers. The country 
had often been marched over by botn 
armies and was denuded of supplies 
for botii men and horses. Tlio forage 
bags and haversacks were empty, and 
the march could not continue until the 
supply trains came forward from Nash- 
ville. A heavy rain which set In on the 
second night of the pursuit turned to a 
violent snowstorm ou the next night, 
and General Thomas ordered the cav- 
alry corps to remain iu bivouac. The 
experience proved how difficult it is to 
really wipe out au army even after it 
has been defeated by overwhelming 
numbers unless it Is actually surrounded. 


The delay of Wilson's corps was a 


godsend to Hood, who marched stead- 
ily on and put his army across Duck 
river at Columbia, three days' good 
march from Nashville. The bridges at 
Columbia, which Thomas had refrain- 
ed from destroying a month before, 
thinking that he would need them in 
the pursuit of Ilood, to whicli he lint) 
looked forward confidently. Hood used 
for the transit of hi* army and wagons 
and then destroyed, makin.u a secon.l 
check upon Federal pursuit.

WASHINGTON MONUMENT.

acquainted with the monument by 
ilfht ut least, few are awar* that the 
stately shaft causes the death of thou- 
sands of birds every fall as they mi- 
grate southward for the winter. The 
birds By by night against the shaft 
in great numbers and are killed or 
stunned, when they drop to the ground, 
where they are found always ou the 
north side of the structure. 
In order 


to realize the mortality thus caused 
among the feathered tribe It may be 
stated that one man in this city se- 
cured over 400 dead birds iu one 
night 
As the birds thus secured In- 


clude a number of wild ducks and 
other game birds it is not unusual for 
persons to. stay around the monument 
all night during the migrating season. 
In addition to these food seekers there 
are the ornithologists frsin the Smith- 
sonian Institution who come to secure 
specimens. 
And then there are the 


cats, 
which gather iu considerable 


numbers, whose nocturnal sight and 
quick movements enable them to sei;:c 
a bird almost the Instant U falls to 
the ground and make off with their 
prey. 


"The variety In species of the birds 


that are found around the monument 
hors de combat is surprising," ob- 
served a man who has on several occa- 
sions waited around the monument of 
nights in order to secure specimens for 
purposes of taxidermy. "There is, for 
Instance, the beautiful bluebird, whoso 
color la as delicate as that of a flower, 
with which most persons In this city 
are totally unacquainted. 
This bird, 


with others of fine plumage which are 
to be found In our vicinity, is timorous 
and retiring, 
while the ubiquitous 


sparrow, tiie yellow breasted warbler 
and the catbird are prominently seen. 
A considerable proportion of the monu- 
ment's victims are swallows, these 
birds flying close together. 
A large 


number, too, are 'birds of passage.' 
merely 
flying 
through 
Washington 


from far removed 'localities on their 
way south. The birds seem to be at- 
tracted iu some strange way by the 
ghostly looking shaft 
Perhaps they 


imagine It is an opening Instead of a 
barrier, or it may be that anything 
lighter than the surrounding iiii^ht at- 
mosphere tempts them. All down the 
river the lighthouses offer deadly ob- 
stacles, or, rather, attractions, to the 
migrating birds, many thousands of 
which are destroyed every season lu 
this way."—Washington Post.

RCIQN OF THE DINOSAUR.

Never In the whole history of the 


world u we now know It have there 
been such remarkable hind scenes as 
wen presented when the reign of the 
titanic reptile, the dinosaur, was at lu 
climax. Itiwaa also the prevailing life 
picture of England, Germany, South 
America and India. We can Imagine 
herds of these creatures from lifty to 
eighty feet lu length, with limbs and 
gait 'analogous to those of gigantic 
elephants, but with bodies extending 
through the long, flexible and tapering 
necks'Into the diminutive heads and 
reaching back into the equally long 
and still more tapering tails. The four 
or live varieties which existed together 
wei;e each lined to some special mode 
of life, sonic living more exclusively on 
land, 01 hers for longer periods iu the 
watci'. 


Tin' compciilion for existence was 


uot only with the groat carnivorous 
dinosai::'s. but with oilier kinds of 
herbivorous 
dinosaurs 
(the Iguauo- 


dontsi, which had much smaller bodies 
to sustain and a much superior tootli 
mechanism for the taking of food. 


The culling off of Ibis giant dino- 


saur dyi:asiy was nearly if noi iiuilc 
simultaneous the world over. The ex- 
planation which Is deducible from sim- 
ilar catastrophes to oilier large typos 
of animals is that n very large frame, 
with u limited and specialized set of 
teeth fitted only to certain special food, 
Is a dangerous combination of charac- 
ters. Such a monster organism is no 
longer adaptable. Any serious chuuge 
of conditions which would tend to 
eliminate the special food would also 
eliminate these great animals as a nec- 
essary consequence. 


There Is an entirely different class 


of explanations, however, to be consid- 
ered, which are consistent both with 
the continued fitness of structure of 
the glaut dinosaurs themselves and 
with the survival of their especial 
food—such, for example, as the Intro- 
duction of a new enemy more deadly 
even than the great carnivorous dino- 
saurs. Among such theories t,he most 
Ingenious Is that of the late Professor 
Cope, who suggested that some of the 
small, Inoffensive and inconspicuous 
forms of Jurassic mammals of the si'/.o 
of the shrew and the hedgehog con- 
tracted the habit of seeking out the 
nests of these dinosaurs, gnawing 
through the shells of their eggs and 
thus destroying the young. The ap- 
pearance or evolution of any egg de- 
stroying animals, whether reptiles or 
mammals, which could attack this 
great race at such a defenseless point 
would be rapidly followed by its ex- 
tinction. Century.

Charles H. Keep, one of the Assist- 


ant Secretaries of the Treasury, says 
that the people of Buffalo knew who 
had been elected President at a quarter 
before aix.ou their way to dinner on the 
fateful Tuesday evening. At that time 
newspapers on the street showed that 
the city bad given Roosevelt a plural- 
ity of 10,000, as the voting machines 
told as soon as the booths were closed at 
5 o'clock. This majority was so unpre- 
cedented and unexpected that no in- 
telligent observer could any longer 
doubt that a tidal wave had set lu.

Secretary Taft's misoon to Panama 


has resulted iu a complete settlement 
of tbe differences with the new repub- 
lic. An agreement entered iuto with 
President Amador is embodied iu au 
executive order signed by the Secretary 
which iu effect turns over tbe customs 
receipts of the new terminus ports of 
the canal to tbe government of Panama, 
by prohibiting the eutry there of iui 
portatious of goods other than supplies 
for the construction of the canal,articles 
iu transit, aud coal aud oil for sale to 
seagoing vessels. Pai ama agrees to re- 
duce her tariff from IS to 10 per cent, 
ad valorem, with the exception of a few 
articles, aud lo reduce her consular fees 
and port charges to 60 per cent, of those 
now Imposed. There la to be free trade 
betweeu tbe caual zone aud tbe repub- 
lic aud reciprocal freedom of eutry to 
vessels of tbe two couutrles. Panama 
iato reduce her rate of postage to 2 
cents and to furnish all stamps for use 
iu the caual zone as well as lu the re- 
public, aud the zone authorities are to 
purchase stamps from the republic at 
40 per ceut of their face value. In a 
public address in Panama Secretary 
Taft won his audience by admitting 
tbat bis order putting the Dingley 
tariff rates in force betweeu the caual 
zoue aud tbe republl -. was a mistake. 


it)ork for Congress. 


Whatever disposition sball be made 


of the business before it, Congress will 
have an active time lu the session just 
begun. The calendars of both houses 
are already crowded and new measures 
may be looked for with each succeed- 
ing day. It will scarcely be possible 
for Congress, even with tbe best in- 
tentions, to do more tbau a part of tbe 
work before it, aud some of the legis- 
lative propositions already suggested 
will bave to go over lo another session, 
not to mention the matter of the tar ill 
revision.

She uiade uo attempt 
to give ball aud after a brief stop iu 
tbe office of tbe clerk of tbe United 
States court, was taken to jail. She 
Is beld iu cell U lu the woman's de- 
partment of tbe jail aud her palatial 
residence on Euclid avenue, of which 
tbe furnishings alone are valued at 
1200,000, is occupied by her uiaid. 


Her courage beld to tbe last, but her 


body failed tier and when she bad 
mounted tbe three flights of stairs lead- 
ing to tbe tier of cells where she Is to 
remain ihe collapsed utterly and 
fainted. Breathless, pale and stagger- 
ing, she was barely able to reuch a 
cbalr, as tbe steel door of tbe woman's 
corridor swung open to receive her.

IN BOILING WATER 


Three Men Perished on Battle' 


•hip Maeaachwietta 


TRAPPED IN FIRE ROOM 


Waaker OB Boiler Which Had 


Recently Been Thoroughly 
Tested Gare Way — Heroic 
Lieutenant Badly Scalded 


Philadelphia, Dec. 16.—Caught In a 


trap and helpless to save themselves, 
three men lout their lives and 
four 


others, Including Lieutenant William 
Cole, wer« terribly sculded by a rush of 
ststm and boiling water In the fire room 
of tbe battleship Massachusetts, lying 
*t the League Island navy yard. Tbe 
dead arc 
Edward Bud, married, 


bollermaker and civilian; Andrew Ham- 
ilton, married, bollermaker and civilian; 
Charles RiUtl, boilerinaker's helper 
and civilian. 


Ths accident was caused by tbe giv- 


lac way of a gasket, or rubber washer, 
en a boiler on the starboard gid« of the 
Ship. 


Tht If assachisetts has been at tbe 


navy yard for some time undergoing 
extensive repairs, particularly to tbe 
boilers and machinery. Although Cap- 
fain Taussig and his complement of of- 
ficers and men are aboard the ship, tbe 
.Massachusetts is virtually in charge 
•of tbe authorities of the navy yard. 
Tht boiler on which the accident oc- 
curred had recently been cleaned and 
thoroughly tested, and the bollsrmakers 
•were at work on another boiler. 


Without warning the gasket be- 


•twetn tbe boiler plat* and the boiler 
bead gav* way and a terrific rush of 
.steam ana hot water occurred. The 
doors of the fire room were closed at 
tie time of the accident occurred and 
>tbe only avenue of escape was a safety 
tedder. Only one man, Brauiiet, a ship's 
fireman, thought of the ladder and he 
•escaped without a scar. 


Few of those on the upper decks 


knew what had happened until 
the 


•steam came rushing up from 
below. 


The work of rescue was prompt and 
•to this promptness those who escaped 
•death owe their thanks. The first to 


• enter the fire bole was Lieutenant Cole. 
Without hesitating at becoming scald- 
•td by the hot water and steam, be en- 
tered quickly and dragged the men 
from the place to the door, where they 
were taken In charge by others. Bub 
and Hamilton were dead when found 
and Ritzel died a few minute's after 


• being taken on deck. 


Whether the gasket was defective or 


whether It had been carelessly put in 
place remains for the official court of 
Inquiry to determine. It is said the 
boiler had been thoroughly overhauled 
and tested under a tremendous pressure 
of steam. At the time of the accldnt 
the steam pressure was oul.v sufficient 
to run the ship's heating plant. 


The accident will cause little or no 


delay in preparing the battleship for 
sea. 


Admiral Dickens, commnndnnt of the 


League Island navy yard, after a pre- 
liminary report hnd been made to him, 
named a board of inquiry. The board 
met immediately, but deferred making 
an Inspection of the flre room until the 
deputy of tbe coroner of Philadelphia 
had made bis investigation.

at Up. m. and southwest at 9 p.m., 
theiefore Mr. Dennis is eiini'uiue that 
we will have a mild and open winter. 


"Skeptics often ask me," he said, 


"how I know that the wind is north or 
south at the equator, and I tell them 
that it the prev tiling or general wind 
is north here, why of course it will be 
north at the equator, etc. 


"An explanation from me may be 


necess-ary as to what is meant by a 
mild and open winter. 
The snow 


conies and goes rapidly in open winters. 
A big fall of snow might occur in Jan- 
uary and be practicilly all gone inside 
of a few days. We may expect the 
average fall of snow for an open winter, 
but are likely to have more rain than 
snow. On the whole the approaching 
winter will be more like that of two 
winters ago than the terrible frigid 
winier we had last year. We are, bow- 
ever, almost certain to haye some big 
snowstorms. 


"Snowf-dlB are schedul d for Dec. 8 


and 10. A snowstorm accompanied by 
high winds will descend on us Dec. 10. 


"Clear and cold weather is predicted 


for the remainder of December until 
the last day, when the conjunction of 
the tiioou aud Mars, Mercury and the 
sun will avam make trouble and give 
us rising temperature and snow flurries.

The Era of Good Feeling. 


(New Orleans Picayune.) 


What was kno.vn us, the lira of Liuod 


I'Veling in American pnliti.s was the 
Mate of things existing alter I he clone of 
the war of ISIl'-l.j with England. 


New England, which had no agricul- 


tural wealth and had not then develop. 
ed manutacitirinu industries to any ex- 
tent, had suffered more than any other 
part of the Union because her ocean- 
carrying trade and lisheries had beeu 
hleiallv destroyed by that war. Her 
fhlps were laid up in blockaded polls or 
were captured by the enemy when they 
ventured I" sea, and so heavily did the 
de-lructive influence of the war fall on 
Ihe old Puritan stales they held a con- 
vention at Hartford aud threatened 
secession from the Union, and they 
were only stopped from taking serious 
action by the closing soon after the 
meeting of Ihe convention of Ihe war 
that had bee/i the cause of their dis- 
satl-factiou. 


President Madison's second adminis- 


tration closed In 1817, two years after 
the re-establishing of peace, and New 
England had begun to regain 
some 


measure of its prosperity. The old Al- 
exander Hamilton Federalist Party, 
which New England had largely sup- 
ported ,had gone to pieces, leaving the 
JefTertron democracy, which went by the 
name of republican, in full possession 
of the political power of the country, so 
tbat there was no special political issue 
to divide the people upon party or sec- 
tional lines. It was under such cir- 
cumstances that James Monrob was 
elected to the presidential ollice with 
s-caicely any opposition, serving from 
1817 to 18S. 


At the election of 18-4 four candidates 


were put up for the presidency—Jack- 
son, 'of Tennessee; Adams,of Massachu- 
setts; Crawford, of Georgia,and Clay,of 
Kentucky. The voting failed to secure 
any decisive result,aud the election was 
thrown intothe house of representatives 
with Ihe outcome that John Quiucy 
Adams was made president. 


The interregnum of parties soon came 


to an end with the rise of the national 
republican, or whig party, which raised 
the tlag of high protection for American 
manufactures and demanded the estab- 
lishing of a United States bank and oth- 
er centralizing propositions that were 
chiefly adopted in New Kuglaud and 
middle states, which had begun to make 
considerable progress in manufacturing 
while thequestioii of slavery had come 
to be a sectional issue. 


It is difficult to see how the present 


can be called an era" of good feeling. 
One party, after a very hot campaign, 
baa been overwhelmingly beaten, aud 
yet there has has beeu no canceling nor 
obliteration of issues. 
They are as 


sharply defined as ever, but It is more 
than likely that many self-seeking per- 
sons will desert the democratic party 
and go over Io the victors, where there 
are all the olTlcial plunder and patron- 
age. Bui, neverlheless.the doctrines of 
democracy remain, as they always will 
be, Immortal. 


As for the south, its plain policy is to 


attend strictly to its own business and 
devote itself to getting rich by the devel- 
opment of its extraordinary maletial 
resources. 
Wilii the increase of wealth 


and population thesouth will regain its 
political power and be as great as ever.

Trickles* Trolley

As regards the question of cost of 


trackless trolley roads the tiguren fur- 
nished by the Berlin General Electric 
company iu us operation of the Uaida 
rallroal are instructive. These show 
that a trackless overhead troiley cur 
capable of holding 22 per^us used 
about I he same electric currant as au 
ordinary street car having runui for 
2S persona. U'ltn the trackless rail- 
road about 75 pe.ceut more electric 
current was used tuan ou regular street 
euro. 


it aluiuid also be suid Hint the main- 


tenance ul ih.- cars, uwinig iu u greater 
wearing oui of tne lolling slock, au ex- 
tensive need ol lubricator, eic., iu 
larger than on trac* car-,. 
On the 


oilier baud, mis higher cost of main- 
tenance is met uy an expense tor 
traces aim ihe keeping of them iu 
good condition. 


A track road for every kilometer 


costs from $2u,000 to $30,000, while a 
trackless road can be built for (3760 
to 15000. A tracitless road three kilo. 
meteis long, now iu active operation, 
estimated its cost at about $4500 per 
kilometer.or a total. of $13,500 for the 
whole distance. 


The total cost of operatiou per kilo- 


meter is 5 cents, or 15 ceuls for 3 kilo- 
meters. 1'his 5 cents per kilometer 
compares favorably with that of the 
great Berlin Street Car company, 
which estimates its actual cost of op- 
eratiou at 5,17 cents a kilometer, aud 
other street-car titles in Germany even 
report (1.26 cents per kilometer. 


Similar favorable figures are given 


by Schumann lu the operatiou of the 
trackless line In the Bila Vallev. Ac- 
cording to the latest reports, 'after a 
three months' operation, the cost of 
electric current used was double that 
of a track road. This greater utiliza- 
tion of current was, however, only one- 
tenth of the sum which track roads 
require for interest and maintenance. 


A large part of the lucomc of the 


trackless roads is obtained by the 
carrying of freight, which is a source 
of profit even when the passenger 
traflic 
is inadequate. 
Furthermore, 


legally considered, the trackless roads 
are very useful, for they are not re- 
quired to meet such siringeut condi- 
tions as are asked of electric track 
Hues. 


As a matter of fact, the streets are 


not at all injured by the tracklees cars, 
but they have a smoothing effect ou 
the pavement over which they pass. 
It is believed here ttiat even ou asphalt 
pavement trackless cars can be suc- 
cessfully used. 


Rhode Island Holidays. 


The Suu has been asked what are 


the legal bolidavs in Rhode Island, 
aud whether the'day after it is a holi- 
day when the calender date falls on 
Sunday. 
I'erbaps no better way to 


answer the question can be found than 
to print the section from the Rhode 
Island General Law which fixes this, 
and that section is from chapter 107 
and reads as follows: 


Section 8. The twenty-second day 


of February (as Washington's birth- 
day), the first Wednesday of April (as 
state election day) the thirtieth day 
of May (as Memorial day), the fourth 
day of July (as Independence day), 
the first Monday of September (as 
Labor day), the twenty-fifth day of 
December (as Christmas day), aud 
each of said days in every year, such 
days as the governor of this state 
shall appolut as Arbor day in every 
year, the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday of November in the 
year 


eighteen hundred ninety-six and in 
every second year thereafter (as na- 
tional election day), or when either 
of the eaid days falls ou the first day 
of the week, theu the day following it, 
the first day of every week (commonly 
called 
Sunday), aud 
such other 


days as the governor or the General 
Assembly of this state, or the president 
or the Congress of the United States, 
shall appoint as holidays for any pur- 
pose, days of thanksgiving, or days of 
solemn 
Sun.

Rev. Housiguore M. J. Lavell* of St. 


Patrick's cathedral, New York, iu a re- 
cent Interview regarding woman suf- 
frage said:— 


"1 believe that tbe bopeof purity iu 


politics lies with women,*lieu the oth- 
er sex has equal rights with the men at 
the polls, uot in oue or two stauu of the 
Union, but iu every state, men and 
then only will t.iita i;j a.> .u ire use 
for reform eluo.-- and reformers. 
14 Women—the great majority—would 


uot vote for a party platform, but it 
would be found that the mau that as- 
pired to oltk-e, liu, personality, his life 
in every aspect, would be the factors 
which dictated the decision of women's 
ballots. 


"1 believe with a woman suffragist 


who said recently tbat the only man 
who is worse thau a repeater U the man 
who doesn't vote at all. If nothing 
elt« should be obtaiued from equal suf- 
frage I am sure that women, If they 
bad 
the 
right 
to 
vote, 
would 


never let an election get by without 
putting a ballot lu its box. 
Tbey 


would at least express au opinion." 


Mayor Jones on Equal Rights. 
The late Mayor "Golden Rule" Jones 


of Toledo, Ohio, was a firm believer in 
the political rights of women. In an 
article contributed to tbe Woman's 
Journal of Boston, he said iu part:— 


"Any scheme tbat proposes to devel- 


op a just social aud political order must 
be based on absolute equality. 
This 


thought baa hardly gained a foothold 
even yet among tbe people of .the Uni- 
ted States. 
We glibly say that we 


have no conception of u. 
Indeed, 


when we think of equality in connec- 
tion wltb government, our thoughts 
are mainly for equality among men. 
Men have thus far held all, or nearly 
all, the sinecures, as well as the offices 
where real service ia performed, aud, 
with the exception of a Very few "pro- 
gressive women," there are no'tie, I 
am sure, who ever think that au abso- 
lutely essential first step towards lib- 
erty is the lecognilion of this princi- 
ple of equality of the sexes. 


••Even to-day the woods ate full" 


(particularly the fashiouablewoods) "of 
women who pride themselves ou their 
inequality, or, better inferiority; who 
freely eiy that tbey want to play the 
"clinging tendril to tbe sturdy oak" 
to their husbands; they want to "feel 
tbat they are cared for;" iu short, they 
want to be regarded as a toy, or what 
is perhaps worse, a mistress. 
"It is a very simple proposition, this 


idea tbat the man aud woman must be 
equal in order to produce a perfect so- 
ciety. 
No oue would expect to de- 


velop an ideal family life where the 
children were taught to look upon tbe 
mother as au inferior being. In fact, 
spiritual equality must be admitted 
L>efore there can be perfect co-operation, 
aud as tbe perfect tamily cannot be 
produced, as the race cannot be propa- 
gated and perpetuated except by the 
equal co-operation of tbe father and 
mother, man aud woman, so it follows, 
as the night tbe day, no scheme ol 
government can ever be devised that 
will be a just government that does not 
lake this principle into account and 
unild upon it as a foundation stone." 


New Zealand as an Example. 
Last Saturday, at the Twentieth 
tentury Club, Rev. Francis E. Clark, 
). D., president of the Christian En- 
ieavor Society, just returned from u 
brief visit to New Zealand, gave a 
graphic aud cheering account of the 
couditiou of that "newest England." 
Similar excursions should be uiide by 
students of social science and civic re- 
form, aud especially by all advocates 
and opponents of equal suffrage for 
women.

"Nothing succeeds like 
success." New Zealand is the"ouuce", 
the "tree." aud the "success." 


New Zealand is composed of two isl- 


ands, with a territory as large as that of 
Great Britain aud Ireland. 
Unlike 


these,it liesin tbe midst ofa vast ex pause 
of ocean, buudredsof miles from Austra- 
lia; thousand of miles from Europe or 
America — isolated from immediate 
contract with neighbora— a puroly An- 
glo-Saxon community, free to work out 
its own socle I and political problems; 
with a Governor appointed by the 
mother country possessed 
of 
little 


political power, and a legislature elect- 
ed by universal suffrage irrespective of 
sex or race. 


These islands extend north aud south 


a thousand miles. They have a varied 
climate, ranging from tropical to tem- 
perate, and of singular beauty aud 
moderation. Fauued by oceau breezee, 
drought such as afllicls the Australian 
continent is uuktiowu. Its sceuery is 
both beautiful and majestic. 
With a 


fertile soil and abundant rainfall, it has 
lakes aud rivers, luxuriant vegetation, 
peaceful valleys, snow-dud mountains, 
geysers greater thau any elsewhere ou 
earth, aud active volcanoes. 
But this 


lovely land is specially interesting as 
the [abode of an intelligent, English; 
speaking community engaged iu a se- 
ries of social experiments,advocatedelse- 
where, but here alone put into active 
practice. These include, first, the es- 
tablishment of absolute social aud po- 
litical equality, irrespective of sex or 
race; by a fearful application of the 
democratic theory. 
Every man or 


woman, "of mature a^e and sound 
mind, not convicted of crime," i3a cit- 
izen aud a voter, possessed of equal 
rights, duties and responsibilities. 


Second Is a solution of the land quen- 


tion; large estates are resumed by the 
government, subdivided, aud sold in 
small tracts on easy terms,at low prices, 
to actual settlers for occupancy and 
culture. 


Third is a solution of trusts by public 


ownership of natural monopolies .such 
as railroads, telegraphs, light, water, 
mines aud minerals; fire aud life insur- 
ance and the administration of estates 
by a public trustee unless otherwise ds- 
vlsed. 


Fourth, a solutkm of the relation of 


labor and capital by a permanent court 
of mandatory arbitration, thus doing 
away with strikes and lockouts, while 
recognizing aud encouraging unions, 
bo h of employers and employed. 


Fifth, universal education by free 


schools, literary and Industrial. 


Sixth, old age pensions for all men 


and women of temperate habits and 
without means of support who have 
lived lu tbe country for twenty-five 
yean. 


Now mark the results. 
There are 


neither paupers nor millionaires, but a 
growing equality of conditions—Indus- 
try, enterprise, frugality, and content- 
ment, such as are found lu no other 
community 
In tbe world union In 


Switzerland. The growing wealth of 


the community belong* lo tb* on 
muulty. 
Ur mat* at Ito Mopte, BO 


louger day libor«r>. bewerso} woodjmd 
drawer* of water for glgautle monopo- 
lies like the steel, Beef. Standard Oil, 
Coal Railroad, and Real Estate, Trust* 
are (Ml iiecomiug Iheirowu employers 
and tne owners of I heir own hornet. 


In the auualsuf human history, no 


coiumuulty has ever ul tempted reforms 
so far-reaching, or has achieved results 
so beiieliceut. No waste of capital in 
aduiea, tiaviesor foitillcaiioim, no wide 
spread l«gl-,lalivecorruption, nn«\>tem 
ofgraft. 
Let us study Neiv Zealand 


aud profit by her example.—H. It. It.

I use it and It Is generally 
used in meteorology In the same sense • 
that we use snow-storm, rain-storm, 
hail-storm,etc., and should be nndcr- 
slood to signify that weather femures 
will take on greuler intensity, he cf 
greater force t hull usual. Chief Moore 
says I do harm in predicting stoinis 
but >ve cannot well get along without 
using tbe word storm and my reaik-rs 
should learn to rightly apply the woril.
